Postal Hike 
Bill Signed 
Bv Kennedy

Increases Salaries 
For Over Million 
Federal Employes 


WASHINGTON (AP)-President 
Kennedy today signed a bill rais­ 
ing postage rates, and boosting 
salaries for more than a million 
federal employes. 


Kennedy hailed ii as an im­ 
portant step toward putting the 
postal system on a self-sustaining 
basis and making federal jobs 
more attractive. 
Among the changes: Firs! class 
mail will cost five cents, air mail 
eight cents beginning next Jan. 7. 
With legislators who worked on 
the bill and representatives of 
postal unions watching, Kennedy 
put ba signature to the legisla­ 
tion rn his White House office as 
the 
first 
item 
on 
hi* 
day’s 
schedule. 
Kennedy, reading from a bate­ 
ment. said the new postal rates 
would bring in additional annual 
revenue a mourn mg to 6800 million. 
The new law provides “broad 
reform” and flexibility rn postal 
system salaries and puts them at 
a level which would help to pre­ 
vent large-scale '’attrition to pri­ 
vate industry,” he said. 
Kennedy 
said the salary in­ 
creases would help attract more 
capable people into federal em­ 
ployment and contribute to better 
productivity. 
The legislative package signed 
into law combines two of Kenne­ 
dy’s major legislative proposals-— 
pay increases and salary reform 
for 1.6 million federal workers, 
and new revenue to help run the 
deficit-ridden postal service. 
The pay section of the bill calls 
for two-step raises averaging 9.8 
per cent for I million ‘‘white col­ 
lar” workers, and 11.2 per cent 
for 600,000 postal clerks and letter 
carriers 
The first step goes into effect 
next payday, the second step on 
Jan. I, 1964. Cost of the increase 
will be $1.05 billion. 
The new postal rates—chiefly a 
one-eent increase rn fust-class and 
airmail stamps, with smaller in 
creases for second and third class 
users—are intended to bring in 
$600 million in new- revenue after 
three years.

And he promised that this an­ 
cient island kingdom would not be 
swamped rn the Common Market 
with ber identity gone or her 
queen and Parliament downgrad­ 
ed.

ark, N.J., and Manhattan before 
flying to Pittsburgh. 


After spreading his word for 
Democratic 
congressional 
and

candidates 
in 
Western 
Pennsylvania, Kennedy hits Indi­ 
anapolis, Louisville and Buffalo, 
N.Y., in a battle plan that gets 
him back to Washington head­ 
quarters late Sunday. 


Kennedy listed no public ap­ 
pearances until Friday, when he 
participates 
rn 
Columbus 
Day 
celebrations at Newark and New 
York. The White House said he 
had some appointments today. 


The President and his campaign 
companions already were cheered 
by a noisy, massive reception in 
Baltimore Wednesday night. Ken­ 
nedy flew in by helicopter to add 
steam to a Democratic rally and 
was greeted with enthusiasm and 
numbers rivaling the best demon­ 
strations of 1960, when he was 
campaigning for himself instead 
of others. 
The route of his three-mile ride 
from the park where his helicop­ 
ter landed to Baltimore’s 5th Reg­ 
iment Armory, scene of the rally, 
lay in middle- and low-income 
areas of Democratic strength. The 
turnout, nonetheless, was huge 
and spirited by any measure. 


The crowds were friendly ex­ 
cept for one group outside the 
armory bearing such placards as 
“Invade Cuba, not Mississippi.”

LISBON — Employes of t h e 
Thomas Works of toe H. K. Por­ 
ter Co., Inc., will vote at a meet- 
in this afternoon on a company 
offer of a Il-cent hourly pay raise 
spread over three years and fringe 
benefits to end a strike that has 
idled the plant since July I. 
Members of Local 797 of t h e 
United Brick Sc Clay Workers will 
ballot on the settlement propos­ 
al at 5 p. rn. at St. George’s Par­ 
ish Hall. 
D. M. VanSchoek. plant mana­ 
ger, said offer includes a 4-cent 
raise the first year, change of 
the company carrying hospitaliza­ 
tion insurance, increase of sick­ 
ness benefits from $30 to $45 per 
week, an extra paid holiday per 
year, second-year increase of 4 
cents an hour and a 3-cent in­ 
crease for the third partial year 
ending May I, 1985, 
Previous offers were refused by 
both sides before any agreement 
could be reached for a vote. 
Approximately 
140 
employes 
have been on strike about 102 
days. 
S e v e r a l meetings were held 
with both union and management 
get the company back into oper­ 
ation but to no avail. The Thom­ 
as Works, the largest industry in 
the Lisbon area, with an estim­ 
ated $800,000 y e a r l y payroll, 
makes porcelain insulators. 
VanSchoek said if the union aa- 
cepts, he will call the first em­ 
ployes back to work M o n d a y 
morning to begin preparing t h e 
plant for operations. 


Bill Awaits 
Kennedy OK 


(fives Him Powers 
To Slash Tariffs, 
Forge Market Link 


WASHINGTON (AP)- P r e s e n t 
Kennedy signs into law today the 
hist one trade expansion bill giv­ 
ing him vast power to reduce 
most tariffs, repeal others and 
forge economic 
links with the 
booming European Common Mar­ 
ket. 
Administration 
leaders 
hailed 
the bdl as the crowning legisla­ 
tive achievement crf Kennedy’s 
first two years 
rn 
toe White 
House. 
The new trade program received 
strong support from both parties 
and from leaders of business and 
organized labor. 


Opposition 
from 
protectionist 
groups was not as barih as had 
been predicted, since the measure 
provides help for industries and 
workers when imports cause loss 
of business and jobs. 


The administration was unable 
to block a provision that would 
restrict trade with Poland and 
Yugoslavia. But otherwise, Con­ 
gress gave Kennedy almost ex­ 
actly what he requested, plus ad­ 
ditional authority to counter unjus­ 
tifiable import barriers erected by 
other countries against American 
products. 
The special authority to work 
out economic arrangements with 
the Common Market is regarded 
by toe administration as the heart 
crf the bill. 
The booming six-nation area is 
looked upon as a potential vast 
new market for sales crf Ameri­ 
can consumer goods and farm sur­ 
pluses. 


Signing Seen

Reported Raid As 
Reason For Delay 


HAVANA (AP) — Negotiations 
hit a snag Wednesday night and 
the release of 1,113 Cuban inva­ 
sion prisoners was delayed again 
But Prime Minister Fidel .Castro 
planned further talks with negoti­ 
ator James B. Donovan, possibly 
later today or Friday. 


The talks between Castro and 
the New York attorney were ex­ 
pected to end Wednesday night 
But after the two met for four 
hours in the presidential palace, 
a spokesman for the Cuban pris­ 
oners’ families committee said: 


“Certain points have to be ro­ 
used and this will take two or 
three further meetings ’’ 
There was nothing to indicate 
that toe snag was caused by die 
claim of Cuban exiles that they 
raided the Cuban north co a,sit port 
of Isabella de Sagua Monday and 
killed 20 persons 
There bas been no confirmation 
of toe raid nor any comment on 
the exiles’ claim m Havana. 
The 
committee’s 
spokesman 
would not say what caused the 
hitch in negotiations but empha­ 
sized there would be further meet­ 
ings, possibly today or Friday. 
As the negotiations dragged on, 
informants in Havana said Pan 
American Airways has offered to 
fly the prisoners to Miami as soon 
as an agreement is reached. 
The prisoners were captured rn 
the Bay of Pigs invasion in April 
1961. Castro originally asked $62 
million un cash for the release at 
al1 those captured. Donovan re­ 
portedly has offered medicine and 
food in lieu of cash. 
Relatives or friends have paid 
for the release of a few captives, 
and 60 sick or wounded prisoners 
were returned to Miami last April. 
Informed sources in Washington 
say the U.S. government will pay 
for a shipment crf about $13 mil­ 
lion rn medicine and food to Cuba 
if the prisoners are released. 
Funds raised by friends and rel­ 
atives of the captives in the Unit­ 
ed States and Latin American pre­ 
sumably will make up the remain­ 
der of the ransom demanded by 
Castro for their release. 
Any U.S. payment to Castro is 
expected to kick up an uproar in 
Congress. Sem. John J. Williams, 
R-Del., and Sen. John Stenrus, D- 
Muss., told the Senate they oppose 
any ransom payment. 
Reports circulated in Washing­ 
ton that Donovan was acting for 
the administration in the negotia­ 
tions as well as for the families 
committee. But Edwin Guthman, 
Justice Department 
information 
officer, denied a story in the New 
York World-Telegram and S u n 
that Atty. Gen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy asked Donovan to take on 
the assignment last June, saying 
the White House had a moral obli­ 
gation to obtain the release of Cu­ 
bans captured in an invasion the 
United States allowed to go ahead. 
An informed member of Con­ 
gress insisted, however, that Don­ 
ovan is acting as an agent for the 
administration with the full ap­ 
proval of President Kennedy and 
the attorney general 


VAT1G\N CITY (AP) - Pope 
John XXIII today opened the sec­ 
ond Vatican Ecumenical Council 
—Roman Catholicism’s greatest 
assembly of prelates in history — 
with

appeal 
for 
Christian 
unity. 


The 80-year-old pontiff, in an 
address before some 2,500 council 
delegates in St. Peter’s Basilica, 
said progress had already been 
made toward unity. He spoke spe­ 
cifically of a unity of prayers and 
aspirations and a unity of esteem 
and respect. 
“ Unfortunately,” the Pope said, 
‘‘fie entire Christian family has 
not yet fully attained 
unity in 
truth. 
“The Catholic Church, toeA 


fore, considers it her duty to work 


actively so that there may be ful­ 


filled toe great mystery of that 
unity, which Jesus Christ invoked 
with 
fervent prayer from 
His 
Heavenly Father on toe eve of 
His sacrifice. 


“She (the church) rejoices in 
peace, knowing that she is inti­ 
mately associated with that pray­ 
er, and then exults greatly at see­ 
ing that invocation extend its ef­ 
ficiency with salutary fruit even 
among those who are outside her 
fold.

Sen. Sam J. Ervm. D-NC, sent 
to many of his constituents last 
week a letter which expresses 
the view that the administration 
bungled 
toe 
Mississippi 
case. 
Dus. incidentally, is also the 
feeling of a large numlier of oth­ 
er lawyers throughout the coun­ 
try. 
It so happens that not until 
Monday of this week did the Su­ 
preme Court finally consider the 
application of the State of Mis­ 
sissippi and formally deny its re­ 
quest for an appeal Only this 
week, therefore, can it really be 
said that Mississippi had exhaust­ 
ed all legal procedures available 
in attempting to deny J a m e s 
Meredith admission to the Uni­ 
versity of Mississippi. 


SEN. ERVIN, formerly an as­ 
sociate justice of the North Caro­ 
lina Supreme Court, wrote as fol­ 
lows: 
"As a consequence of my ex­ 
perience in the administration of 
justice as a trial lawyer and 
judge, I am firmly of the opin­ 
ion that except in the mort ex­ 
traordinary circumstances no ju­ 
dicial decision should ever be 
carried into execution until toe 
losing party has been afforded 
the opportunity to utilize all le­ 
gal procedures available to him 
to secure a reversal of such de­ 
cision, and such decision has be­ 
come final. 
"There were no extraordinary 
circumstances in the Meredith 
case. If toe course set out above 
had been pursued and the execu­ 
tion of toe judgment in that case 
had been postponed until the Su­ 
preme Court had ruled upon the 
application of Mississippi for a 
certiorari to review such judg­ 
ment. it is possible that the tragic 
events which have transpired in 
Mtssissippi within the last few 
days 
might 
well 
have 
been 
avoided. 
“Unfortunately, however, some 
of the judges connected with this 
case forsook judicial discretion 
for haste. 
"For 
example. 
Mr. 
Justice 
Black, of tV I'm ted States Su­ 
preme Court, refused to stay the 
execution of toe judgment on toe 
ground that ‘there is very little 
likelihood that this court will 


grant certiorari to review the 
judgment of the court of appeals ’ 
"In other words, Mr. Justice 
Black stated, in substance, that 
V would not stay toe judgment 
in a case which toe court had 
never 
considered 
because 
he 
thought toe court would probab­ 
ly decide toe case against toe ap­ 
plicant w'hen it heard the case 


“THE CONSTITUTION would 
not have been destroyed and the 
heavens would not have fallen if 
tV efforts to force tV entrance 
of Meredith into the University of 
Mississippi had been postponed 
until the Supreme Court had act­ 
ed upon toe application of the 
State of Mississippi for certiorari 
to review toe judgment in his 
case. . . . 
"Since there were no extraor­ 
dinary circumstances 
requiring 
tV 
immediate 
acceptance of 
Meredith by the University of 
Mississippi, toe Department of 
Justice and toe President ought 
to have taken toe position that 
tV physical might of the federal 
government would not be em­ 
ployed to execute the judgment 
of toe Court of Appeals until the 
Supreme Court of toe United 
States made such judgment final 
by denying tV application of Mis­ 
sissippi for a writ of certiorari 
or by deciding the case adverse­ 
ly to Mississippi on its merit* 


"IN THE SECOND place, even 
parts' to a judicial proceeding 
ought to obey toe decree entered 
in such proceeding even though 
V honestly believes such decree 
to be unwarranted or imconsbtu- 
tional. In saying toss, I do not 
imply that I approve of toe de­ 
cree of tV Court of Appeals in 
the Meredith case. That decree 
was based upon toe decision 
made by tV Supreme Court of 
the United States on May 17. 
1954. and I dunk rt is well known 
that I have always maintained 
that tV Supreme Court of the 
United States transgressed it* 
constitutional authority to inter­ 
pret the Constitution and under­ 
took to amend tV Constitution 
when it handed down that de­ 
rision. 
Sen. Ervin also argues that, 
even after toe President "reached 
the conclusion that his duty re­

Preschooler Con I.earn I o Read 


N e e d l e B u i l t i n 


For a number of years many 
parents of children between four 
and six were afraid to let their 
children learn to read before they 
entered t h e 
f i r s t grade. 
They 
thought 
they might im­ 
pair the future 
education 
of 
their child by 
teaching h i rn 
to r e a d at 
home 
before 
he was taught 
at school. The Dr Garry Movers 
warning these parents most often 
heard was that they might teach 
their child the wrong way. But 
now many reading experts say 
this notion is just a myth and 
that there is no one best way of! 
starting a child to read. 


A EKH OF T1IK smart par­ 
ents. who decided themselves to 
teach 
their 
preschool 
children 
reading, did so on the sly, some­ 
times feeling a bit guilty. Often 
the child learning to read at home 
before being taught at school was 
so eager to learn to read that his 
parents could not resist his pleas. 
More often than not the parents 
considered him a very bright 
child. 
The time is near at hand when 
parents will feel it proper, even 
“fashionable", to let the young­ 
ster four, fivp or six learn to read 
at home 
According to a news dispatch. 


Dr. Dolores Durkin of Teachers 
College. Columbia University, re­ 
cently told a conference of teach­ 
ers considering children in kinder­ 
garten and first grade that, of 
the 49 California children w h o 
were early readers she studied, 
not all were particularly bright 
and that, in most instances, there 
was no indication of unhealthy 
parental pressure*. 


“TUE LOWER THE IQ of the 
early readers, excluding the re­ 
tarded. the greater the advantage 
is his early start in reading.” she 
said. 
She addl'd that this calk'd in 
question the prevailing notion that 
r e a d i n g instruction at school 
should be postponed for the child 
with relatively low IQ. 
Whether you suppose your child 
two to six is very bright or not. 
you should talk to him about the 
pictures he sees on the printed 
page, gradually reading the ac­ 
tual captions to him. As soon as 
he wants to know what word or 
words are on the page, tell him 
In this column I have said that 
the parent of the child, even of 
school age, who seems retarded, 
should often read to him as soon 
as he will listen. It is something 
very useful this parent can do 
whether the child is five or 15.

ANSWER: This nickname wa" bestoved on New York by the 
first world famous American author, Washington Irving. Irving 
loved the city and the Hudson River and wrote many stones 
about this area which are half fact and half legend, but which 
are so gay and witty that we still read them today. In “History 
of New York” he told the story of early days as if written by 
an old Dutchman, Deidrich Knickerbocker. “Father Knicker­ 
bocker” soon became famous to New Yorkers as a symbol of 
their city. “Gotham” was another such symbol. Irving took the 
name from a legend about the ancient English village of Gotham. 
An English king planned to build a hunting lodge there. But 
the villagers did not want royalty nearby, so they agreed among 
themselves to act as if they' were all fools or half wits. The 
King built his lodge somewhere else. After this, people used the 
word “Gotham” as if it really meant a place where fools lived. 
When Irving wanted to poke fur. at N°w York because it had so 
many people who were more foolisn than wise, he called it 
“Gotham” and the name stuck.
